Student decline pares $178,000 off state aid

Each of the 112 students who 
failed to show up for classes when 
Romulus Community Schools 
conducted its official fourth Friday 
headcount cost the school district 
$1,589 each in state aid funds. 

The total $178,000 in lost state aid 
prompted School Superintendent 
James Garfield to comment: “I 
don’t understand the reason for it. 
I’m disappointed that the students 
didn’t show up.” 

The superintendent referred to an 


appeal he made prior to the fourth 
Friday headcount. He had urged 
that parents and friends of students 
who had not previously shown up to 
notify school authorities of their 
whereabouts and to request the 
youngsters to come to classes. 

Now in his eighth year as chief of 
the Romulus public schools, 
Garfield said this year’s 4.35 
percent decline in student 
enrollment is the largest since it 
quit increasing in 1975. 

Added to the $178,000 state aid 
loss is another $300,000 which 
Garfield said had been foreseen in 


the initial budget forecast early 
this school year. 

The total $478,000 not available to 
Romulus schools “puts a serious 
crimp in our budget this year,” 
said the superintendent. Teachers’ 
salaries account for more than $10 
million, while another $1.5 million 
goes for fringe benefits, he noted. 

Explaining that this year's drop 
in student enrollment was more or 
less evenly distributed up and down 
the line in classes K-12, school 
officials were surprised at the large 
number. 


A drop this year of 160 had been 
anticipated over last year, Garfield 
said, but the 112 failing to show up 
on fourth Friday swelled the total 
to a whopping 272. 

Also, the 4.35 percent decline was 
far above the annual 2.75 to 3.0 
percent projected for the next three 
to four years, the school chief 
stressed. 

“The main reason our school 
enrollment is coming down since 
1975 is the decreased number of 
kindergartners coming in each 
year,” he added. Kindergarten 
pupils totalled 685 in 1975, but only 


460 this year, he said 

“However, that doesn’t explain 
why the older kids did not show up 
for our headcount,” Garfield 
pointed out. 

The nearly half million idollars 
lost this school year is not all that 
bothers Garfield The recent defeat 
of a 9-mill tax levy renewal for five 
years is coming before school 
district voters again in the Nov. 6 
city general election. 

Representing a fourth of the 
school district’s total operating 
rnillage. the levy is worth about 
$2.25 million to Romulus schools 


next year, the superintendent said. 

Should the 9-mill assessment fail 
again, that loss compiled with the 
$478,000 lost in state aid funds, 
would put Romulus public schools 
flat on its back. 

The current 9-mill levy will ex- 
pire with this year’s tax collections. 
Should the levy pass Nov. 6, tax 
collections would not begin until 
June of next year, Garfield said. 

Under the present state-aid 
formula, if the Romulus school 
district does not levy the 9-mlll 
levy, it would lose another $50,000 
he emphasized.

On 1-94 Expressway 


4 persons die in fiery crash

Four persons lost their lives in a 
fiery crash last Friday on the 1-94 
Expressway near Belleville. 

Killed in the crash, which tied up 
traffic on the thoroughfare for two 
miles in both directions, were 
Jacquelyn Roberson, 17 of Ypsilanti, 
her 6-month-old daughter Quandria, 
her brother John Roberson, 18, of 
Wayne, and his girlfriend, Joy 
Culbertson, 21, of Inkster. 

The investigation into the fatal 
crash was handled by State Trooper 
Larry Bohnsack of the Flat Rock 
State Police Post, who was traveling 
on the freeway near the scene of the 
accident — on Westbound 1-94 near a 
half mile west of Belleville Road. 

Bohnsack said he arrived at the 


scene in time to see Gerald Butler, 
25, of Detroit, driver of the truck 
which struck the car, and his 
passenger, James Kiriazis, also of 
Detroit, attempt to pull the victims 
from the blazing 1973 Mercury 
Capri. 

The trooper said his efforts to put 
out the fire with a small hand fire 
extinguisher also proved to be in 
vain. 

After the fire was extinguished by 
the Van Buren Township Fire 
Department, the bodies of the four 
victims were taken to the Wayne 
County Morgue. 

Although preliminary in- 
vestigation showed that Miss 
Roberson was the driver of the car, 
police Monday were unsure, said 
Sgt. Jim Welty of the Flat Rock 
State Police post. The car did not 
belong to any of the three adults who

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died in the flaming accident, he 
added. 

The accident occurred ~ai about 
10:45 a m., and was witnessed by 
many motorists traveling in the 
heavy morning traffic on 1-94. They 
told police the car had a flat tire and 
was stopped when it was stuck in the 
rear by a short-bed produce truck. 

Butler and Kiriazis escaped from 
the truck before flames from the 
resulting explosion could reach 
them .The two passengers believed to 
be riding in the rear seat of the 
compact car were engulfed by 
flames almost immediately, 
however, the police believe the two 
in the front must have been stunned 
by the impact of the crash and were 
burned before they could react and 
escape. 

The force of the crash imbedded 
the front end of the truck up to the

Bohnsack said it appeared that no 
one was negligent in the accident he 
did not issue any citations. 

Traffic was snarled for more than 
two hours, with many vehicles, 
including cars, trucks and buses, 
taking to the exit ramps to avoid 
being stuck in the bumper-to 
bumper congestion. 


The decision of area automobile 
dealers not to loan new vehicles to 
Romulus Community Schools could 
force its driver education program 
to be restricted to summer months 
only. 

School Supt. James Garfield said 
area dealers formerly loaned cars 
to the high school's driver 
education classes and then sold 
them when returned at the end of 
the school year. 

Now, however, the school district 
will have to lease cars if it wishes 
to continue driver education in- 
struction. 

But, he explained, the high costs 
of maintaining eight vehicles for a 
10-month period may cause him to 
recommend to the school board 
that the driver education program 
be confined to the summer months 
only. 

Garfield estimated it would cost 
nearly $54,000 for 10 months to 
lease costs, installation of safety 
equipment in each car, refur- 
bishing each car at the end of the 
year, salary of instructor, and 
gasoline and oil. 

“Since we only receive $10,000 
each year from the state toward 
operation of our driver education 
classes, we would be out about 
$44,000,” he said. 

Compounding the situation, he 
added, is the refusal of some 
dealers not to even lease cars to 
the schools, causing the school 
district to scout around for car 


dealers favorably inclined toward 
its driver education program.

Huron High School will be 
without a principal Jan. 3, and the 
school board is looking for a 
qualified administrator to replace 
Dr. Theof Anderson, who an- 
nounced his resignation. 

Anderson, 63, had his 
resignation accepted last week by 
the school board. He hopes to stay 
in the field of education, especially 
on a consultant basis. 

School Supt. Curtis Bartz has 
been instructed by the school board 
to post the job of high school 
principal. Bartz said the salary for 
the position is negotiable. 

Dr. Anderson first began 
teaching at Leroy, 111. Following 
service with the U.S. armed forces 
during World War II, he came back 
to the Leroy school system where 
he served as principal and 
superintendent. 

Other administrative posts held 
by Dr. Anderson were in New 
Jersey, Cleveland Heights, Ohio; 
and Grosse Pointe, Mich. He came 
from Grosse Pointe five years ago 
to assume the principalship of 
Huron High School.

! Know your 
Law: Rights 

Of handicapped 

If. 

(This is one in a series of public service articles, 
explaining, in general terms, a provision of 
Michigan law. Individuals who wish to determine 
the effect on any law on their private legal affairs 
should consult with a private attorney.)

Michigan is a national leader in assuring equal 
rights for handicapped individuals. Michigan’s 
Handicappers’ Civil Rights Act provides that 
handicapped persons cannot be discriminated 
against when looking for jobs, housing or when 
entering public places or educational facilities. 

The law applies to persons with visual, hearing or 
mobility impairments, as well as the persons with 
mental and physical characteristics which are not 
readily apparent as a handicap. 

For example, Michigan restaurants cannot refuse 
to admit persons in wheelchairs. Because visual 
impairments are defined by the law as a handicap, 
employers cannot refuse to hire a person with such 
£&mpairment unless the impairment affects the 
{JfiBon’s ability to do a specific job. 

£the chief goal of the act is to require employers, 
landlords and business owners to make decisions 

t eeming employment, leasing or admission to 
die establishments on an individualized rather 
n a stereotyped basis. 

fnder the law, an educational institution may not 
refuse admission to a handicapped person, if the 
handicap does not affect their ability to use or 
benefit from the educational program or service, 
le law also prohibits discrimination against 
ins who use adaptive devices or aides such as 
dchairs, prostheses or eyeglasses, 
mplaints about handicapper discrimination 
Id be directed to any Michigan Department of 
11 Rights office.

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Faust named 'Outstanding State Legislator' in U.S. 


Molding a badly-divided State 
Senate into a cohesive working unit 
is one of the hallmarks of Sen. 
William Faust’s tenure as Senate 
majority leader 

It also was a major factor in his 
selection as one of 1979 “10 Out- 
standing State Legislators in the 
United States’’ by the Assembly of 
Governmental Employees. 

Faust, who represents the 13th 
Senatorial District, was successful 
in negotiating a “truce’’ between 
the Senate’s old guard party 
regulars and a cadre of young 
liberals, enabling the passage of 
important Senate reforms. 

The 10 legislators were honored 
by the organization “in recognition 
of their distinguished achievements 
in promotion of good government 
and efficient public service ’’ 

This is the fourth year that such 


honors have been awarded by the 
assembly, which is composed of 50 
state and local organizations and 
represents more than 500,000 public 
employees in 35 states. 

Faust was nominated for the 
award by the Michigan State 
Employees Association, one of the 
assembly’s constituent 
organizations. 

Faust took over the reins as 
majority leader in 1977. Democrats 
controlled the Senate with a 24-14 
majority, but were badly split 
between old-guard regulars and 
newly-elected Senate reformers 

Utilizing a low-key approach and 
the art of compromise, Faust 
brought the two groups together to 
enact several significant Senate 
reforms These include giving the 
majority leader the power to ap- 
point Senate committees (com- 


mittee assignments previously 
were based on senatorial seniority) 
and to approve every senator’s 
travel expenses, mailings and staff 
hirings 

Faust also opened Senate 
Democratic caucus meetings to the 
public and made every senator's 
expenditures for each month 
available to the public. 

Besides establishing needed 


reforms. Faust has transformed 
the Senate into an active and 
progressive legislative body Once 
known as the graveyard of im 
portant legislation, the Senate now 
is taking the lead in lawmaking 
Some of the significant legislation 
already passed this year by the 
Senate deals with wetlands 
preservation, property tax credits, 
toxic waste disposal, computer 


fraud, essential insurance energy 
emergency powers for the 
governor, marijuana as therapy for 
cancer and glaucoma patients, 
implementation of the Headlee tax 
limitation amendment and a check 
on the effectiveness of all state 
programs and agencies 
Faust first was elected to the 
Senate from the 13th District in 
1966. and has since been re-elected 


for three successive terms 

Before entering local politics as a ; 
township supervisor in 1963. paust 
was publisher-editor of the Wayne 
Dispatch and later worked as 
managing editor of Associated 
Newspapers of Wayne 

Once he concludes his legislative 
career. Faust would like to return to 
the newspaper business

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Congregation remakes vacant school into new home :

The progress being made by 
blacks in America today is no 
better exemplified than that shown 
over the last two years by the 
congregation of the Saint’s City 
Church of God in Christ in 
Romulus. 

Located at 7335 Washington St., 
the building is a far cry from what 
it was in 1977 — the rundown, 
deteriorated old Corey Elementary 
School. 

Today, thanks to the hours of toil 
and sacrifice by the church 
members and congregation, under 
the leadership of The Rev James 
L. Whitehead Jr., a visitor to the 
newly renamed structure sees an 
entirely different sight. 

Hallways and floors have been 
stripped and varnished, walls have 
been painted, carpeting installed, 
and remodeling is seen on every 
hand. The sanctuary, once three 
classrooms and a hallway, now is 
one large room that will seat more 
than 300 churchgoers. 

Church pews, thrown away by 
another denomination, were 
stripped, varnished and 
upholstered with blue velvet. Now 
lined up in even rows in the sanc- 
tuary, the pews appear to be 
professionally redone and add a 
striking touch to the decor of the 
room. 

Other furniture in the sanctuary, 
including the chairs, podium and 
tables, have been refinished in a 
similar manner. The new carpeting 
enhances the beauty of the newly 
redone furniture, painted walls, 
ceiling and ceiling beams. 

The rest of the church building 
has been remodeled — from the 
pastor’s study to the reading room 
and book shop. 

But, all was not easy, recalls 
Rev. Whitehead, the large-framed 
bespectacled, 37-year-old minister 
who has led the flock at Saint City 
for the last two years. When the 
church moved from its location on 
Beverly Road, where it was known 
as the Beverly Road Church of God 
in Christ, he was ministering to a 
total of five members and two 
visitors at the debt-plagued, small 
1-story building. 

Prior to starting Saint City, Rev. 
Whitehead served the Beverly 
Road church as assistant pastor for 
four years to its founder, The Rev, 
Mack Taylor Jr., a post he was 
named to by Bishop John Seth 
Bailey. 

The Rev. Whitehead has bachelor 
and master degrees. He received 
his bachelor’s degree in sociology 
from Moorehouse College in 
Atlanta, Ga., and his master’s 
degree in divinity from Western 
Theological Seminary in Holland, 
Mich. Prior to this time, he spent 
two years at Saints Junior College, 
Lexington, Miss. 

“I am only the fourth black in 106 


years to be graduated from 
Western Theological Seminary,” 
said the pastor proudly. 

Success comes hard, and Rev. 
Whitehead is pleased at the efforts 
of himself and those who believe in 
him at seeing a congregation that 
now' numbers about 125, with 
another 200 or so visitors in the 
sanctuary on Sunday mornings. 

Prior to and after his marriage to 
Mollie Ann Cannon, he earned $10 a 
week, part of which he often gave 
back to the Beverly Road Church. 

But Rev. Whitehead’s per- 
severance paid off. A “miracle” 
occurred in the fall of 1977 when he 
was made aware of an empty 
school building on five acres of 
land in Romulus at Atlas and 
Washington streets. Many, w'ho 
knew the land and building to be 
worth an estimated $500,000 
believed he was biting off more 
than he could swallow when he 
went to make inquiries about 
purchasing the abandoned struc- 
ture. 

Evidently, God had other ideas, 
for Rev. Whitehead and his new 
Saint’s City Church of God in Christ 
became the proud owners of the old 
school building for only $50,000. 

Although most people are un- 
familiar with the Church of God in 
Christ demonination. Rev. 
Whitehead said there are about 3 
million members in the United 
States, and more than 300 churches 
in Michigan. 

In addition to his overly busy 
schedule as pastor at Saint’s City, 
he also serves as editor of youth 
literature for the denomination’s 
churches nationwide and as editor 
of the church’s monthly “Whole 
Truth” magazine. 

Happily married and the father 
of two children. Given Luel and 
James III, Rev. Whitehead came 
by religion quite naturally. His 
father, James, was pastor of the 
ML Zion Church of God in Christ in 
Ypsilanti and his mother was a 
well-known evangelist in the area. 

Rev. Whitehead is openly am- 
bitious. He talks of the day five 
years away when his church will be 
able to build a Christian School. 
Here, children would be taught as 
in parochial schools instead of in 
the public school sector. Also, he 
dreams of constructing many 
recreational facilities on the large 
acreage behind the church, such as 
tennis courts, basketball courts, 
baseball diamonds and a park 
area. 

His ambition, practically 
speaking, is reflected in the busy 
schedule of activities which go on 
during the week at Saint’s City. He 
is ably assisted at the church by 
Miss Terry Shipman, his secretary. 

Monday night is youth night. 
Rev. Whitehead has created 
programs designed to meet the 
“unique needs” of young people. 

Tuesday night, is set aside for 
Bible study and instruction in

church doctrine and history. A 
missionary society of young women 
who function as female ministers 
also meets that night. 

On Wednesday night, church 
workers go door-to-door in the 
community, performing 
evangelical work in visits to the 
needy, the sick and the shut-ins. 

On Friday and Sunday nights, 
Rev. Whitehead preaches to adults 
and children at 7 p m. 

The week’s crowning activity, 
naturally, is on Sunday, with 
Sunday school at 10 a m. and 
regular worship services at 11:30 
am. 

Rev. Whitehead explained that 
the Church of God in Christ is a 
Pentecostal type of church that 
believes in the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. Also, he said, one must have 
undergone a religious experience 


before he or she can have a 
complete relationship with God. 

As glowingly as he talked of his 
church and its accomplishments, 
Rev. Whitehead was more eloquent 
in his praise of his church mem- 
bers. He referred to the “kind” of 
members belonging to Saint’s City 
as being the best and that which 
make his church so strong. 

“Some persons are on the verge 
of suicide,” he declared. “They get 
this way from taking drugs and 
drinking alcohol. But, this is all 
forgotten when they achieve a 
fulfilling relationship with God ” 
The youthful pastor claimed he 
cured one alcoholic of 20 years 
standing in one day through ex- 
periences which the man shared 
with the Holy Ghost. 

He also told of another instance 
w'here a 15-year-old girl caught up 


in drugs and alcohol received 
Christ after a unique experience 
with the Holy ghost and has un- 
dergone a complete tran- 
sformation. 

“Today, she is completely 
changed. She has traiiscended all of 
her bad habits and is one of the 
most outstanding members of our 
church,” Rev. Whitehead said. 

The pastor has every reason to 
be happy and proud. As one walks 
into Saint s City, a lovely sight 
greets the eye at the end of a short 
hallway. Bathed in bright lights is 
a scene from the Bible which the 
pastor calls, “Suffer the Little 
Children.” The 3-dimensional 
exhibit is done in a variety of 
colors and is striking in its 
authenticity. 

The visitor must take a grand 
tour of the building to appreciate to 


what extent Rev. Whitehead and 
his parishioners have gone to erect 
a religious bastion, a veritable 
dynasty unto God. 

Included in the almost endless 
array of rooms are the pastor’s 
study, pastor’s wife’s study, sanc- 
tuary, administration offices, 
library, book store, reading room 
and a 150-seat dining room and 
kitchen. A coffeehouse is planned in 
the near future. 

Whatever his color — white, 
black, brown or yellow' — the 
pastor of such a church as SainCsl 
City bears a tremendous amount 6T~ 
responsibility to his congregation 
and to the city and area in which it 
is located. 

By the same token, the corn: 
munity in which such a challenging 
undertaking is located should be 
proud of its existence.

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Legislature to tackle controversial issues , Mahalak says 


The State Legislature will have 
some controversial issues before it 
as it goes into its fall session 
One of them is essential insurance, 
according to State ReD Edward 
Mahalak (D-38th District) The 
object of this legislation is to make 
essential auto and homeowners 
insurance available to all who need 
it and at fair rates, he said. 

Before starting summer recess in 
. mid-July, both the House and Senate 
approved an essential insurance bill, 
but there were wide differences 
between the two versions he ex- 
plained. The Senate bill dealt only 
With auto insurance, aimed at 
meeting requirements of the 
Michigan Supreme Court on 
availability of the insurance. The 
House version was much broader, 
covering both auto and homeowners 
insurance and the full range of 
essential insurance availability, 
rates and rate classifications. 

A special ad hoc committee has 
been attempting to work out dif- 

• ferences in the two versions of the 
bill Meanwhile, the House has 
ready for debate and vote its own 
package of essential insurance bills. 

Z “There is considerable opposition 
Z to this legislation, mostly by those 
who fear that it could mean lower 
rates for those in the City of Detroit, 
at the expense of higher rates for 
- policy holders in the suburbs and 
Z outstate Michigan,” Mahalak said. 
Z There is also the controversial 
~ issue of Michigan’s presidential 

• preference primary, according to 
: Mahalak The House has already 

passed a bill, which is being held for 
possible reconsideration, that would 
; abolish the May primary. 


The Senate has passed and sent to 
the House another bill that would 
retain the election, but make it a 
closed primary in which voters 
would have to declare their party 
choice before casting their ballots 

Those who want to do away with 
the presidential primary argue that 
it is expensive, has not proven to be 
particularly attractive to voters and 
is little more than a popularity 
contest, Mahalak said Its sup- 
porters argue that it at least gives 
Michigan voters some say in who 
they want as their presidential 
candidates 

Another controversial issue 
positioned for House debate is a bill 
to preserve and protect much of 
Michigan’s remaining marshes and 
other wetlands. The proposal has 
been around for a number of years. 

“Michigan’s dwindling wetlands 
to have environmental value, as 
flood and erosion controls and 
wildlife habitat, “The lawmaker 
said. 

“Most of the opposition comes 
from those who fear that the 
legislation would erode private 
property rights, and that it would 
put still more land into government 
hands.” 

Another difficult issue is the long- 
standing proposal to revise the 
State’s Workers’ Disability Com- 
pensation System. 

“Although there is general 
agreement that changes are needed, 
there are considerable differences in 
thought on what changes should be 
made. One position is that the 
system should be made more ef- 
fective for disabled workers, while 
another view is that we should not

A new, first in the nation, “Walk in the Water 
Trail” for canoeists is now open at the nature 
study area of Oakwoods Metropark near Flat 
Rock., 

This waterway trail winds around several 
islands in the Huron River near the park’s nature 
center, from which visitors may launch canoes. 
Persons may use their own canoes or rent them 
from nearby liveries. 

A series of floats, each containing an interesting 
interpretive message about the Huron River en- 
vironment, mark the 1-mile circular path of the 
water trail. 

This self-guiding trail, named for the famous 
Wyandot Indian Chief — “Walk in the Water” — is 
the first of its kind in the nation and has been 
developed to help make visitors more aware of the 
river ecology. 

The idea was developed by Fred Wooley, 
seasonal naturalist at Oakwoods Metropark, who 
has just completed his master’s degree in en- 
vironmental education from the University of 
Michigan.

Peale s appeal stays strong 



“The Art of Living” was written in 
the popular anecdotal and in- 
spirational manner of the Peale 
books that would follow. But sales 
were only mediocre. 


In his second book, “You can 
Win,” the theme that would 
establish Peale as the foremost 
expounder of the doctrine of positive 
thinking was becoming even more 
apparent. 


If, said Peale in that book, you 
“saturate your subconscious mind 
with good, clean and noble thoughts, 
by and by your subconscious will 
send up good, clean and noble 
thoughts to rule your life.” 


Unless you are Norman Vincent 
Peale. 

This month Peale, who is 81, 
begins his 48th year as pastor of 
Marble Collegiate Church. He still is 
preaching optimism and the power 
of positive thinking. 

The title of his first sermon of the 
new church season just beginning is, 
“Exciting Living for Excited 
People.” 

His drawing powqj* still is 
tremendous. He preaches every 
Sunday to overflow congregations of 
2,500. Many who come to hear him 
are in their 30s and 40s. How is it that 
an old man in his 80s has such appeal 


for young and old today? 

“With all the outer supports 
crumbling — government and the 
rest — we’ve been thrown back 
again on our own individual 
resources,” comments one 
businessman. 

“We were carried along ef- 
fortlessly for so many years on t be 
tide of affluence and well-being that 
we lost the knack of self-reliance 
and how to depend on our inner 
selves. Norman Vincent Peale is a 
man for our times. He can not only 
pick up our flagging spirit, he can 
teach us the technique for taking 
hold of our lives.” 


Others cite Peale’s continuing 
belief in America — at a time when 
faith in this country is at one of its 
lowest points — as another reason 
for his appeal to depressed 
Americans in 1979. 

To still others, Peale is a bit of 
nostalgia who takes them back to the 
happy, carefree days of the 1950s. 

Peale himself claims his message 
— while it seems tailored to these 
times — is no different today from 
what it has always been 

“My principal emphasis has 
always been on God,” he says. 
“Positive thinking is the way we 
bring God into our everyday life. 
That has always been my 
message.” 

Peale is an example of many of the 
old-fashioned traits he extols. It was 
perseverance, for instance, which 
made him a best-selling author. 

His first books, written before 
World War II, were not successful.

Naworicki attends 
rural conference 


Cardinal John Dearden, Ar- 


chbishop of Detroit, has named Fr. 
Lawrence Nawrocki as 
representative to the National 
Catholic Rural Life Conference for 
the Archdiocese of Detroit. 

Fr. Nawrocki is pastor of St. 
Isidore Parish in Mt. Clemens. 

“I am very happy to be working 
in the area of rural life ministry,” 
said Fr. Nawrocki. 

As representative to the National 
Catholic Rural Life Conference, Fr. 
Nawrocki was invited by Bishop 
Maurice Dingman, Bishop of Des 
Moines, to the Living History 
Farms in Des Moines for the visit 
of Pope John Paul II. Des Moines is 
headquarters for the National 
Catholic Rural Life Conference. 

Fr. Nawrocki estimates that 60 to 
70 parishes in the 6-county area of 
the Archdiocese of Detroit could be 
considered rural or rural-under- 
development. They are located in 
Monroe, Lapeer, St. Clair, northern 
Macomb, western Wayne and 
northwest Oakland counties. 

'He outlined some of the major 


issues facing people living in these 
parishes as taxation of farmland, 
the people’s involvement in the 
development of the community, 
land use, and energy conservation. 

“There is so much that the 
Church can and must do in these 
areas,” he emphasized. 

As a first step, Fr. Nawrocki is 
visiting the priests and people in 
the rural parishes to try to 
establish a bettej* network of 
communication. He recently 
sponsored two highly successful 
farmers’ markets in which rural 
parishioners sold their farm 
produce at urban parishes. 

“There is little contact between 
the grower and the consumer or the 
city and country parishioner,” said 
Fr. Nawrocki “we want to open 
lines of communication between 
them.” 

Assisting Fr. Nawrocki in his 
Rural Life Ministry is Sr. Frances 
Chirco, pastoral associate at St. 
Isidore Parish. Sr. Frances was 
formerly the director of a migrant 
workers' camp in Freemont, Ohio.

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Savings from bulk buying offset by storage costs 


(Third In a series of five articles) 

Faced with the prospect of con- 
tinuing inflation, wouldn’t a family 
be wise to use its savings, or even 
borrow, to stock up now on 
everything it will need for \he next 
two or three years? 

Probably not, says The Michigan 
Association of Certified Public 
Accountants, because of what are 
known in business as inventory 
maintenance costs, which could 
easily outweigh any savings on the 
cost of stockpiled items. 

One such expense, say the CPAs, 
is the high interest caused by in- 


flation, itself — an important reason 
for not attaining products that may 
not be used for many months. 

To purchase those products, a 
family must either pay high interest 
on money borrowed, or lose high 
interest on funds that could other- 
wise be invested. In either case, the 
interest must be deducted from any 
savings on the purchase price. 

Some other considerations the 
CPAs suggest keeping in mind when 
deciding how far ahead to buy: 

— The costs of storing the in- 
ventory; lost household space; 
heating and air condition expense. 


— Possible deterioration of the 
products; loss of strength, flavor, 
freshness or style; possible even 
spoilage. 

— The bother and expense of 
protecting the inventory from 
vermin, fire or water damage 

— Insurance protection. 

— The temptation to be lavish in 
the use of products that appear to be 
in such abundant supply. 

The CPA Association 
acknowledges that in addition to the 
savings possible through paying 
today’s prices rather than those that 


will prevail a year or two hence, 
there’s the added attraction of 
“economies of scale” — the price 
reductions that come from buying in 
bulk. 

But, an Association spokesman 
warned, if business conditions were 
to turn down, as some economists 
expect, big savings in inventory 
could turn into big losses. 

“That’s what happened to many 
companies in 1974,” on CPA 
Association member said. "They 
were heavily stocked when a 
recession set in and had to dump 
millions of dollars of inventory at a 
loss.”

Wayne County Cooperative Extension Service 
horticultural agent Gerald E. Draheim received the 
National Association of County Agricultural Agents 
Achievement Awards, during the organization’s 
annual meeting in Rapid City, S.D., this week. 


Draheim was recognized for his innovative 
horticultural programs. In 1977, he initiated the 
Master Gardener program, through which more 
than 80 Wayne County gardeners volunteer 
thousands of hours each year to help other gar- 
deners. 


He developed a desk-top file of common questions 
and answers which is used by garden centers and 
Extension agents throughout Michigan. Draheim 
also works with neighborhood gardening projects. 

Draheim worked as quality control director for 
the Holton and Hunk el Co. in Milwaukee from 1965 
until 1970, when he joined the Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service in his current post. He is a member 
of the Michigan Association of County Agricultural 
Agents (MACAA). 


Draheim was named to the Michigan State 
University Cooperative Extension Service 
Director’s Honor Roll in 1974 and received the 
MACAA President’s Award in 1975. He was the 
state winner from 1975-1977 in the National 
Association of County Agricultural Agents In- 
formation Awards program 


At last year’s meeting, Draheim receiyed awards 
in the feature article and television categories. This 
year, he was awarded second place for television. 


Industry, say the Michigan CPAs, 
is generally playing its cards close 
to the vest at present, keeping on 
hand only what it expects to need 
during the weeks ahead — 
sometimes stocking ahead no longer 
than it would take to restock an item 
were it to run out. 


CPAs often warn small-business 
clients against speculating on their 
inventory — buying large amounts 
when the price is low in hopes of 
turning a profit on it. Such 
speculation not only ties up hard-to- 
find working capital, they advise, it 
puts the company into the jobbing of 
commodities, which may not be the 
business the company was set up to 
engage in. 

The CPAs say that even large 
companies, which often go into the 
futures market to buy commodities 
they will need in the months ahead, 
do so almost solely to insure 
adequate supplies and prices they 
can count on Although they may 
occasionally turn a profit (or loss) 
on futures trading, that is not the 
primary concern. 

Speculation in commodities, say 
the CPAs, is strictly for those who 
know what they’re doing, and buying 
supplies too far in advance is 
speculation.

JOINT WORK-STUDY MEETING MINUTES - VAN BUREN TOWNSHIP 
BOARD AND VAN BUREN TOWNSHIP LAKE COMMISSION - October 2, 
1979 

46425 Tyler Rd. Belleville, Mi. 48111 

Supervisor Cullin opened the meeting at 6:38 p.m. Present Township Board 
Members: Cullin, Craven, York, Maton, Welty and Hall. Absent: Domen. 
Present Lake Commission Members: Doyle, Elias, Garrett, Riggs, Ryznar 
Wertz and Le Pendu. Absent: Miller and Taubitz. Also present: Attorney 
James, Secretary Dudick and approximately 40 interested citizens. 
Supervisor Cullin began by explaining the reason for the Joint Meeting was 
to discuss the recommendations of Donald W. Lystra, of Ayres, Lewis 
O’Neal Joint Venture, for the lowering of Belleville Lake to repair the 
damage to the French Landing Dam. 

Gerk Craven read the recommendation letter that stated the lowering of the 
Lake would begin October 15, 1979. On December 1, 1979 the elevation level 
would be 632 feet and remain there until April 1, 1980 when it would again 
begin to rise, reaching its normal elevation of 650 feet by May 1, 1980. The 
total lowering during the December to April elevation would be ap- 
proximately 18 feet. 

Supervisor Cullin explained that the Township Board and the Lake Com- 
mission would discuss the matter first, before opening the discussion to the 
audience. 

Discussion was held relating to the safety of workers at the dam, property 
and seawall damage, road damage, alternatives to lowering the lake, and 
environmental impact on the fish and the loss of the flood control 
capabilities. 

Frank Christie and Robert Ryden, Engineers for Ayres, Lewis, Norris and 
May fielded the questions of the Commission and the Board. 

One of the reasons the lake is being lowered is the safety of the workers. The 
alternatives to lowering the water are too costly (Estimated 2*^ million for a 
coffer dam) and monies are not available. 

The Engineers felt that lowering the water slowly for the first four feet would 
help alleviate the property and seawall damage by allowing the water to 
seep out slowly, hopefully preventing collapse or sliding of the banks. 

Jerry Dresselhouse of Wayne County Road Commission explained that the 
Road Commission would closely monitor the water lowering for road or 
causeway damage. The causeway at the Belleville Road Bridge has been 
shored up and hopefully no problems will originate with the causeway there. 
The Southeast Quadrant and Denton Road are of some concern but as he had 
stated, the Road Commission will be keeping a close eye on the situation as it 
develops. 

No representative was present from the Department of Natural Resources 
so the question of environmental impact was not discussed. However, 
Supervisor Cullin did state that many meetings will be held regarding the 
Lake lowering and all questions will be answered. Many agencies will be 
interested and monitoring the progress of the project. 

Lake Commission member James Elias asked if any plans had been made 
for cleaning out the basin of the lake while the water level is down. 

Supervisor Cullin stated that no plans are presently under consideration, as 
this is a relatively new project, but it is well worth considering and perhaps 
some of the Service Clubs along with the Township should look into it. 

Attorney James answered the question of Ed Ryznar concerning liability for 
damages caused by the lowering of the water by stating that as long as the 
Township was not negligent and showed due care and caution, as they have 
been, they would incur no liability for damages. 

The Engineers stated that the condition of the dam at the present time is 
badly deteriorated and if something is not done to repair it at this time, 
within 5 or 10 years it could collapse. 


Landon Garrett stated that the decision then on whether or not to lower the 
water is not the main problem here, as, if it is not done now, with Federal 
funds available, somewhere down the road we will have to make these 
repairs and it would probably have to be done with local tax dollars. What 
has to be decided now, is the time schedule, the forming of local citizens 
groups to report on any damages as they are oc curing, organize some citizen 
or Township group to clean up the lake while the water is down and check 
with the W.C.R.C. the D.N.B. and the State of Michigan to see if it is alright 
to proceed. 

Supervisor Cullin agreed that the lowering did seem inevitable and the funds 
are available now and it would probably be best to proceed, using all the care 
and caution along with monitoring that is humanly possible. 

The possibility of setting up a Hot Line number for citizens to call for in- 
formation and to report property damage was discussed and the possibility 
of banning all boats from the lake as soon as the lake is beginning to be 
lowered was also discussed. 

The consensus of the Township Board, Lake Commission and the audience 
was that eventually ( within 5 or 10 years) the dam will have to be repaired or 
it will collapse. Money is available now from Federal sources to do the 
repairs, so the project should proceed, with all due care and caution and 
monitoring by appropriate agencies. 

Several members of the Lake Commission mentioned the possibility of 
lowering the lake in the initial stages more rapidly than indicated in the 
letter to prevent erosion along the banks. 

Mr. Wertz recommended to the Board that the water level be lowered from 
650.60 to 645 elevation as fast as possible to prevent erosion along the shore 
line. 

Mr. Elias recommended that a Citizen Committee be formed to monitor 
property damage along the lake and to report such damage to the Township. 
Mr. Garrett had no comment or recommendation. 

Mr. Riggs stated that on the basis of Engineering Report that the project 
should proceed. 

Ms. Le Pendu indicated that we have no other choice but to do the project as 
planned. 

Mr. Ryznar stated that until problems do arise, and hopefully they can be 
handled as they do occur, we have no choice but to rehabilitate the dam. 
Supervisor Cullin thanked all the Commission members and those in the 
audience for their interest and participation in this meeting. 

Meeting closed at 8:50 p.m.

Supervisor Cullin, in reference to the previously held Work-Study Meeting 
with the Lake Commission, recommended to the Board members that the 
Township proceed with the recommendations of Ayres, Lewis Norris and 
May as stated in the letter from Donald Lystra, with all due care and 
cautiQn, setting the date for the lowering to begin at October 20th instead of 
October 15 to allow time to notify everyone and possibly hold some ad- 
ditional meetings about the project. 

Treasurer York stated that she would like to see someone appointed from the 
community to monitor property damage as was suggested at the Work-Stucjy 
Meeting. 

Supervisor Cullin indicated that it was her intent to see if Ayres, Lewis, 
Norris and May could find the funds for such a monitoring if we provided the 
person. 

Treasurer York also recommended that the Board request of the Wayne 
County Road Commission to stop trucks from crossing the Belleville Road 
Bridge for fear of structural damage while the water level is low. 

Jerry Dresselhouse of WCRC stated to the Board that Belleville Road is a 
public road and unless damage is beginning to occur which would force the 
County to limit traffic, truck traffic could not be stopped. He promised that it 
will be watched very closely. 

Motion Craven, support York to accept the Engineers report and proceed as 
stated with the stipulation that the lake begin being lowered on October 20th 
instead of October 15th and that the Township does proceed with caution. 
CARRIED 

Motion Hall, support Maton to adjourn. 

Meeting adjourned at 9:00 P.M.

City to co-sign bonds for northend bypass

Westland's low water pressure 
problem in the city's northwest will 
be solved by construction of a $2 
million bypass along Stark Road (in 
Livonia) that will connect the city to 
another major water line. 

The project will be financed for 
the Detroit Water Board through the 
sale of revenue bonds, as any major 
construction project is funded. 

But in addition, the communiites 
of Westland and Canton Township 
have agreed to "co-sign” for the 
bonds, an unusual financial 
arrangement that will cost the 
communities money only if the City 
of Detroit and Detroit Water Board 


"go bankrupt/' according to 
Westland Mayor Thomas Taylor. 

The decision by Detroit officials to 
build the Stark Road bypass so 
desperately needed by the two 
western suburbs came only after 
Westland and Canton threatened to 
take Detroit to court. The water 
board had decided five weeks ago 
that it was going to ban further tap- 
ins in Canton and Westland’s north- 
west quadrant because the water 
system doesn't have enough 
pressure to supply more homes and 
industries. Already, water pressure 
is very low in those areas. 

Westland and Canton refused to be 
"martyrs,” responding that they 
would sue the Detroit water system 
and stop all tap-ins, in all com-

munlties, rather than suffer the full 
brunt of the low pressure problems 
alone. 

What the two western suburbs 
wanted was construction of a bypass 
that will connect the Joy Road water 
line to the major Schoolcraft Road 
line. 

The Detroit Water Board agreed 
to build the bypass, after all con- 
cerned parties met in Westland City 
Hall Monday to negotiate a solution 
to the problem. 

In attendance at the meeting were 
Taylor, Canton Supervisor Noel 
Gilbert, the township attorney, a 
"trouble-shooter" from Mayor 
Coleman Young’s office, and the 
head of the water board. 

At earlier meetings, Westland and 
Canton officials had said they would 
buy the revenue bonds, if necessary, 
to see the bypass built. The 
agreement that the communities co- 
sign the bonds is more a gesture 
than anything else, according to 
Taylor, who said they would have to 
pay only "if the city of Detroit and 
the water system go bankrupt." 

The city pledged only limited 
liability, meaning if it had to pay off 
the bonds, it would do so only out of 
water and sewer revenues. 

The normal procedure for con- 
structing improvements to the water 
system is to sell revenue bonds to 
investors, then pay them off from 
revenues of the system. 


The water board eventually had 
planned to build the Stark Road 
bypass, Taylor said, but made the 
excuse that it couldn’t sell bonds 
because the entire water system is 
being sued by suburban com- 
munities upset about unilateral rate 
increases and management of the 
water board. The lawsuit of the 
suburbs was begun two years ago. 

Sensing that the water board was 
going to hold up the bypass so 
desperately needed by Westland and 
Canton, as a ploy to get the suburbs 
to drop the lawsuit, Taylor and 
Gilbert reacted by threatening the 
lawsuit. 

The standoff on the bypass con- 
struction became crucial to 
Westland and Canton when the 
Michigan Department of Public 
Health said it would no longer ap- 
prove new water tap-ins in the low- 
pressure areas of the two com- 
munities "until the capability of 
Detroit to adequately supply this 
area improves." 

Now that Detroit has backed down 
on its original stance, and agreed to 
build the bypass, the ban will be 
lifted, probably as soon as con- 
struction begins, Taylor said. 

In the meantime, projects already 
underway, even if only on paper at 
city hall, can continue. By the time 
new projects are ready to build, the 
bypass will be finished, Taylor 
estimated. 


And in the meantime, both Canton 
and Westland are committed to 
making improvements in their in- 
ternal water systems to do their part 
to correct the water pressure 
problem. 

Northwest Westland is the city’s 


fastest growing section, the largest 
part of the city still undeveloped. 
There are plans to build at least 
three large residential develop- 
ments, an industrial subdivision and 
other projects, plus others coming 
in.

Wayne County 


The Wayne County Board of Auditors, in its recent budget 
message to the County Board of Commissioners, has proposed 
drastic, across the board, cuts in county services in an attempt to 
balance expenditures to revenues. 

The auditors, reacting to the state’s refusal to supply new 
financial aid to the nearly bankrupt county, have proposed the 
elimination of several departments and the cutback of personnel 
and services in others. 

While it could have been expected that those affected by the 
auditors’ plan would raise a cry of ‘foul’, reaction has not been 
limited to only those who may find themselves out of a job. 

And to some extent, the auditors' plans do appear to be ex- 
treme. 

For example: 

The auditors have proposed the complete elimination of the 
County’s Public Information Office. 

To be sure, many may view the dissemination of information 
only secondary in importance to the other functions of county 
government, but it should be remembered that the county’s size 
alone, makes some form of public information office essential to 
the best interests of the public which is served by a maze of 
county agencies. 

In addition to The Office of Public Information, the depart- 
ments of Program Development, Planning Commission, Office on 
Aging, and Office of Fiscal Advisor, would be eliminated by the 
auditors, with the Committee Clerks and general secretarial 
services sharply reduced. 

Also on the list of county operations which will suffer at the 
hands of the auditor’s suggested fiscal reform, is the Wayne 
County Model Farm located in Wayne. 

According to the county, operational funds for the farm would 
also be eliminated. 

Leading a growing faction opposed to provisions of the 
auditors’ report, is County Commissioner Mary Dumas of 
Livonia. 

Mrs. Dumas has charged this week that the cutbacks proposed 
by the Board of Auditors smacks more of politics than fiscal 
concern. 

According to Mrs. Dumas, the auditors’ message is a deliberate 
attempt to strip the Board of Commissioners of their legislative 
powers and to place all policy making authority within the 
jurisdiction of the Board of Auditors. 

We think this latest episode only further demonstrates the 
overwhelming need for a revision of Wayne County government. 

The layers of bureaucracy within the county make it nearly 
impossible to isolate actual decision makers in order to hold them 
accountable. 

Chairman Manning of the Board of Commissioners has 
demonstrated only too well that he is unable to lead this 
fragmented, nearly invisible governmental body toward fiscal 
responsibility. 

Most likely that is not his fault entirely. 

County government has grown so large, and is staffed by so 
many former politicians who have found the ‘good life’, that 
change is all but impossible, if that change is to be accomplished 
solely by the commissioners themselves. 

We believe that is long past time for the county to recognize the 
reality of the situation in which they now find themselves. 

No real county reform is possible as long as it is the subject of 
political discussion first, and only fiscal discussion later. 

We would suggest that Commissioner Dumas and others who 
now object to the plans encompassed in the Board of Auditors’ 
report, get firmly behind the growing movement to make county 
government responsive to the community and not just com- 
munity politicians. 

A strong county executive is the only salvation for the fiscal 
woes of Wayne County. 

A wise politician once said that “there is always a time when 
you must bite the bullet.” 

We believe that time is now!

Financial instruments tax

Late this summer one state lawmaker 
proposed that the state institute a “Financial 
Instruments Tax”, which amounted to a 10 cent 
state tax on checks. Two days of hearings were 
held on H.B. 4712, the legislation to enact this 
type of tax. 

H.B. 4712 was harshly criticized during the two 
days of public hearings. There is no doubt that 
this tax is a bad proposal and that it should not be 
given further consideration by the Legislature. 
There are too many flaws in the proposal. 

In general, taxes must be set in ways that 
insure that taxpayers in roughly similar cir- 
cumstances pay approximately equal taxes. 

Taxes like the sales tax and income tax are 
ones that insure that persons of similar tax- 
paying ability are held responsible for roughly 
equal tax payments. The so-called 10 cent tax 
has no such basis for distributing the direct 
burden of the tax. The amount of tax you would 


pay would be determined by your particular 
pattern of banking. If you wrote more than the 
average number of checks, you would pay 
relatively more of the tax. This would prove to be 
a special hardship on our elderly or disabled 
citizens who need to carry on more of their 
person business by check. The tax proposed by 
H.B. 4712 is extremely arbitrary. 

Furthermore, by merely changing the way you 
and I would write checks, we could avoid all or a 
major part of the actual burden of the tax. I am 
convinced that people would simply write as few 
checks as possible, because the tax would be so 
unpopular. 

In this case, what has the state done? 

It has enacted a tax. that people can avoid 
paying The state would receive little revenue 
from the tax. This being the case, all that would 
be accomplished would be that thousands of 
Michigan citizens would be put to a lot of trouble 
to use cash. Clearly, a 10 cent tax on checks 


would be more burdensome than the actual 
revenue it collected 

There might also be a problem created by the 
tax in our state’s banking system. Under HB 
4712, the tax would be collected by the bank 
where the check was initially deposited. The 
additional paperwork and expense of collecting 
the levy would be placed on the banks. It’s hard 
to see how this could possibly be an advantage to 
the average citizen 

The 10 cent tax on checks was a bad idea from 
the beginning. Not surprisingly, H.B 4712 has 
almost no support in the House of Represen- 
tatives Its chances of coming to a vote were 
remote While some have criticized the proposal 
as "one more way for those greedy lawmakers to 
gel your money”, I think the history of the 
proposal will show that foolish proposals have 
little chance of passing the Michigan 
Legislature

First they hand you little pamphlets full of 
smiling men and women, happy as cupcakes 
because they’re giving blood 

The lady in the crisp blue and white striped 
dress takes your name and address and sends 
you off to see the nurse. While waiting in line 
for a few minutes to see her, you get a chance 
to read the colorful (usually red, white and 
bluei pamphlets that tell you "What you should 
know about giving blood.” 

It tells you that you’ll get orange juice and 
cookies in the “canteen” after you’re through, 
and that the process, will leave little more than 
a tiny puncture mark on your arm 

"Most people feel fine after donating’’ the 
pamphlet tells you. 

One of the handouts even addresses the BIG 
question: Does it hurt 9 

Any pain is “quite minimal,” it says. "One 
way to measure it is to pinch the inside of your 
arm approximately five inches above your 
wrist. The slight pain you’ll feel is probably 
more than you will feel from the needle ” 

I didn’t pinch the inside of my arm Pain or 
not, I was determined to give blood My con- 
science had finally gotten to me. They had been 
pleading for blood Type O on television Yep, 
I’m O. After a day of being wracked with guilt 
at hoarding my much-needed blood, I made the 
appointment. 

I had been surprised to find so many people 
there, at the donor center at Middlebelt and 
Five Mile in Livonia. While the w'ind churned 
up a dark and rainy evening on the outside, the

inside of the center was bright and, believe it 
or not, cheery. 

And people?! All different sorts — men, 
women, older, younger, teens and senior 
citizens, jeans and business suits 

'Hiere 1 sat on the folding chair reading 
about how it wasn’t going to hurt. The nurse 
called for me. 

Before they let you hop onto the table and 
open your vein, they ask you questions about 
your health. Understandably, they want good 
blood. 

Have you ever had hepatitis, do you have a 
cold, have you ever had fainting spells, have 
you had a tooth extracted in the past three 
days (?), etc., and finally, the clincher, how 
are you feeling today? I know' I answered all 
the questions right. Then she took my tem- 
perature, and then she took it again A bit high. 
Then she took my pulse A bit high. Then she 
took my blood pressure. Right through the roof. 
She took it again, while I tried desperately to 
be calm. 

I knew I had normal blood pressure. I’d been 
to the doctor less than a month before 

"I’m just nervous,” I suggested. I knew my 
heart was pounding like a drum Calm and 
collected me was getting herself all psyched up 
for this "ordeal” But I certainly didn’t want to 
be turned down now, only to walk out with a 
little Red Cross sticker that lamely says: "I 
tried.” 

My temperature did go down, and so did my 
blood pressure the second time 

I passed the test, I could give. 

I stretched out on the table, trying to act as 
cool as my fellow donors were They were 


actually laughing and smiling I did too. for 
show. 

Here is one essential tip — don’t watch what 
the nurse is doing, either to anyone else, or to 
yourself. Some people like to see what’s hap- 
pening, I don’t 

I gazed intently at the ceiling, as she chatted 
with me. scrubbing my arm. handing me that 
"gripper” that I would squeeze every* 15 
seconds or so to keep the blood flowing 

"Make a fist. Now. you’ll feel a prick.’’ she 
said. 

And that’s all I felt. As the blood flowed out 
into that little bag, I waited for the pain, and it 
never came. Just a little prick. In a few 
minutes, I had Tilled my little bag. 

She unhooked me and set the bag next to my 
body as she tagged it. I could feel its warmth, 
and it felt good I complimented the nurse on 
her excellent technique, and hopped off the 
table. Another of those ladies in the blue and 
white volunteer outfits escorted me to the 
canteen. 

They hold your arm because some people feel 
light-headed for a few minutes after giving up 
a pint of blood 

I was seated with three other volunteers and 
drank my water and juice, and had an oatmeal 
cookie The nurse told us to eat and drink more 
than usual that night to replenish our blood 
I was feeling pretty cocky by then, as I laughed 
with my fellow donators 

Then the aide put the little "be nice to me. I 
gave blood today” sticker on my collar 

I saw the poster as I walked out "Give 
blood: The Gift of Life.” And I felt great. 

The part that hurt was when l peeled the 
Bandaid off my arm the next morning. Ouch!

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County supervisors agree to delay COLA payments 


The Wayne County Supervisor)’ 
Employees Association has agreed 
to defer the final quarter payment 
this year of cost-of-living allowances 
(COLA), although the same idea 
was turned down by the county’s 
largest labor bargaining unit despite 
a financial crisis that threatens 
massive layoffs. 

Joseph J. De Agostino. the 
president of the association, told 
Cbunty Board Chairman Richard E. 
Manning by letter that the 
association unanimously approved 
the deferment in a vote taken Sept. 
27. 

According to their resolution of 
approval, the group will forego the 
COLA payment until the last day 
preceding Christmas with un- 
derstanding that no other fringe 
benefits paid from COLA for that 
period would be jeopardized 

“This is another demonstration on 
the part of our association of the 
continued strong support of your 
efforts to bring the County’s fiscal 
problems to a successful con- 
clusion,” DeAgostino said 

The association is comprised x)f 
about 150 middle-management of- 
ficials working just below the level 
of department heads and their 
deputies or immediate assistants. 

Praising their action, Manning 
said: “If we had this same kind of 
cooperation from the majority of 


employees, we might not still be 
looking so desperately for ways to 
meet paydays after Oct 12.” 

Along with a proposed short work 
week that has already been turned 
down, the deferred COLA payment 
is another idea from Manning to 
maintain county employment and 
public services until Dec. 1, the 
beginning of the 1979-80 fiscal year 
when new tax revenue will become 
available 

Council 25 of the American 
Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employees Sept 25 voted 
to overwhelmingly reject deferred 
COLA. The council represents about 
5.000 of the County’s 5,500 em- 
ployees. 

A deferred COLA would have 
provided for two more paydays in 
the approximate 6 week period prior 
to Dec 1. 

“I cannot help but think that if the 
Council 25 vote had been taken two 
days later, it might have reflected 
more of the attitude shown by the 
supervisor’s association,” Manning 
observed. 

On Sept. 27, two days after the 
AFSCME vote, the commissioners 
received from the County Board of 
Auditors their budget recom- 
mendation for the new fiscal year In 
the recommendation, which 
requires approval of the Board of 
Commissioners, the auditors 


proposed $70 9 million less than the 
current appropriation and the 
elimination of six entire depart- 
ments and 772 jobs 
The auditors are proposing a

Collision course

It took undefeated Dearborn 
Fordson less than one quarter to 
show previously unbeaten Wayne 
Memorial why it is ranked the No. 1 
Class A superpower in the state this 
year 

Striking for touchdowns the first 
four times they had possession of the 
ball, Coach Charles Jestice’s 
Tractors crushed the Zebras 34-6 
before 5,000 shivering fans at Wayne 
Memorial. 

It appeared that the Wayne of- 
fense had signed a nonagression 
pact with the visitors who turned 
advantage after advantage into 
early touchdowns, paving the way 
for Wayne’s first setback of the 1979 
campaign. 

Wayne helped in its own demise by 
giving up an outrageous 56 yards in 
penalties in that devastating first 12 
minutes of the game. The Zebras 
wound up deep in their own territory 
because of these crucial infractions. 

“The success of our plan depended 
upon us playing a flawless or near 
flawless game, minus turnovers and 
mistakes," said Wayne’s Floyd 
Carter. “But that didn’t happen. 
Those five penalties in the first 
quarter killed us. And Fordson made 


good on our mistakes." 

There was an aura of unreality 
about the entire first quarter. 
Wayne’s traditionally-strong 
defense crumbled, showed definite 
signs that it could not contain 
Fordson’s two peppery backs Ed 
Guido and Mike McGowan who 
proved they were untouchable, at 
least by the Wayne defense. 

In 10 plays after the opening 
kickoff, Fordson drove to three 
where fullback Paul Wanderski took 
it over the goal-line for the first 
Tractor score. With 8:10 left in the 
quarter, Dave Berkey booted his 
first of four point-afters. His fifth 
conversions attempt was blocked. 

On the first play of the series. 


Wayne lost senior quarterback 
Peter Tavana to an injury. Tavana 
was doubling as a halfback in the 
defensive secondary With Tavana 
gone, junior Rick Covault took 
charge of the offense which paid 
heavily for its swashbuckling line. 
Tliat line was slapped with a couple 
of personal fouls. 

Covault had the ball for all of three 
plays in the first quarter and Ford- 
son regained possession after an 
anemic punt at the Wayne 33-yard 
line. Three plays later Fordson had 
its second touchdown, thanks to 
McCowan’s 14-yard run. 

After Guido scored the visitors’ 
third TD of the quarter - a short one- 
yard spurt that capped a 30-yard, 


five-play drive, the handwriting was 
clear and visible on the wall. 

Light filtered in briefly for die- 
heart Wayne fans in the early 
minutes of the second quarter when 
Covault led a 11-play, 76 yard 
sustained march that junior run- 
ningback Rick Rogers polished off 
with what would be the only Zebras 
touchdown of the evening. That only 
helped perpetuate the delusion of 
victory briefly. 

On the first play from scrimmage 
after the ensuing kickoff, Guido 
broke loose for a 68-yard touchdown 
run, giving the Tractors a com- 
manding 28-6 advantage. From 
thereon it wasn’t a battle It wasn’t

A passing thought - if there are recalls in the auto industry, 
then why not in sport? 

That mundane idea popped up early Monday morning when 
John Johnson, the SID (Sports Information Director) at Ferris 
State was shooting statistics over the telephone faster than the 
typewriter could handle then. 

Rob Suida is doing an excellent job for us, noted Johnson who 
moved from Albion to his present position this summer. Suida, of 
course, is the young man who led Westland John Glenn to an 8-1 
over-all season a year ago, and the Rockets could use his ser- 
vices, if a recall was possible. 

Suida was called into action last Saturday to run the bulldogs’ 
offense the second half against Northwood. He quarterbacked 
them to a come-from-behind 17-7 victory over Northwood, a team 
previously ranked 19th in the NAIA Division I ratings. 

That helped Ferris open the Great Lakes Conference season 
with a key victory. 

“Rob also led us in last week’s game-winning drive against 
Alma," Johnson said. “We won that 13-12." 

Ferris also has another area standout in its lineup. Scott 
Renner, a linebacker, earned NAIA District 23 defensive “Player 
of the Week" accolades for his feats against Northwood.

Melvindale perpetuated its home 
field jinx over visiting Cherry Hill 
Friday night. 

But there are some who’ll dispute 
which team actually won the Tri- 
River Conference football contest. 

Although, for the records, 
Melvindale has claimed a 16-12 
decision, one wonders what would 
have happened if the officials would 
have detected an nefarious act on 
the part of a sidelined Melvindale 
player. 

As the story goes, Cherry Hill’s 
Mike Johnson was streaking down 
the sidelines with a punt return with 
at least five of his teammates 
running interference. The coast 
appeared clear. A touchdown 
inevitable. 

But suddenly Johnson took a spill 
thanks, according to the Spartan 
coaching staff, to a non-playing 
Melvindale player who tripped the 
ballcarrier. 

“The officials didn’t see it," ex- 
plained Cherry Hill Coach Jerry 
Pawloski.

On a 
fourth down, Cherry Hill’s Randy 
Frederick appeared to have the 
touchdown, but one of the officials 
ruled that Frederick’s knee had hit 
terra firma inches before he went 
into the endzone. 

After three fruitless plays, 
Melvindale punted and Johnson 
returned the ball to the Cardinal 35 
yard line.

Salem rips Belleville, 34-8 

Rocks' title express picks up momentum 


Are you wondering what Mike 
Colletta is thinking these days? 
Winning. That’s right — winning. 

“After five straight losses," says 
the Belleville High rookie football 
coach, "I'm wondering if we’re ever 
going to get one. It’s really 
frustrating and, if we should win, 
we ll probably celebrate all night." 

Colletta and his Tigers had a 
rough time of it last Friday when

“They lost a couple of very close 
games and they are an excellent 
team,’’ Colletta added. 

While Belleville is busy with 
Dearborn, Plymouth Salem in the 
meantime will host St. Clair Shores 
Coach Tom Moshimer’s Rocks will 
take on a foe that they know little 
about. It will be the first meeting 
ever between these two out-of- 
league rivals. (Salem picked up St.

Two factors 
determine 
insurance 


Two factors— where you live and your “class- 
rating” — significantly influence the premiums you 
pay on your auto insurance. 

For insurance purposes, most states are divided 
into territories. Each territory has it own rating 
based on its loss-experience record 
Also, drivers are “class-rated” according to 
statistical guidelines with other policyholders who 
share similar characteristics. These guidelines 
recognize that not every driver or every car is an 
equal risk. They group cars and drivers subject to 
Similar hazards. 

Before it can establish rates, an insurer projects 
the total income it will need from premiums to 
cover claims and other costs in that state during the 
period the rates will be effective. An average rate is 
then determined for a particular coverage This 
average, in turn, is adjusted up or down on the basis 
of relative risks for each rating territory and 
classification of car and driver. 

“Insurance companies classify drivers by age, 
sex, marital status, mileage driven, use of car. and 
accident and violation history,” said on Insurance 
company spokesperson. “This classification plan 
aids both insurance companies and policyholders 
“For example, policyholders with good driving 
records pay fewer premium dollars under this 
classification system than they would if there was 
no reflection of accident and violation history in the 
rate structure. Insurance companies are able to 
more equitably distribute the cost of insurance 
among their policyholders under a classification 
system.” 

’The use of factors in the rating system that are 
beyond a person s control (such as age, gender, and 
marital status) has been questioned by some. But 
statistical evidence has shown that these 
classifications do predict, to a reliable degree, the 
future accident risk of drivers. 

A more efficient method to classify drivers has 
not been developed. Also, pools indicate that people 
feel it would be unfair for everyone to pay the same 
price for auto insurance. 

Using the “territorial-rating” method, a car is 
rated or classified according to the location in which 
it is normally garaged or parked overnight. 

Local ion is a good predictor of potential insurance 
losses because cars from a specific territory are 
likely to share exposure to similar risks. Most 
driving is done relatively close to a car's garage or 
parking site. In fact, more than half of all auto trips 
are for distances of less than five miles and more 
than 87 percent for less than 15 miles. 

As a group, urban drivers generally pay more for 
equivalent insurance coverage than do drivers in 
small towns or rural areas. More property-damage 

' accidents, injuries and fatalities occur per mile of 
urban roads than per mile of rural roads. 

Moreover, repair costs, wages, hospital and 
medical expenses and jury awards tend to be higher 
in metropolitan areas. So accidents involving urban 
dwellers not only happen more frequently but also 
tend to be more costly per accident.

“^Thefts and vandalism also tend to be con- 
centrated in the areas of highest population density. 

When a car is involved in a mishap, regardless of 
where the incident occurs, any insurance loss is 
“charged back” to the car's home territory. For 
example, if a suburbanite drives into the central 
city area and causes an accident with another 
suburbanite from a different rating territory, the 
accident is charged against the two suburban areas, 
not against the city, for rating purposes. This helps 
keep the loss experiences of “outside” drivers from 
unfairly forcing up rates in territories other than 
their own.
